PUISNE JUDGE'S INTEREST- 


ING RULING.~ 


As: bricfly_reported yesterday, 
the Puisne,. Judge (Mr, Justice 
H. H. J. Gompertz) gave judgment 
yesterday afternoon in Sone ofa 
Chinese clerk who sired a firm of 
Chinese building contractors for 
damages caused by the alleged 
negligence of defendant, or his 
gervants, during blasting operations 
fn the vicinity of hisvhouse at 
Quarry Bay. . : es 

The full text of His Honow’s 
judgment wai as follows :— 

The liability of the defendant is 
admitted, but the amount of the 

ages!ts jn dispute. The ques- 
tion is also ratsed whether ‘the 
plaintiff can- recover the cost of. 
medical attendance to his wife, for 


which he has paid. It is argued |Sha 


that since the Married Woman's 
Property Act ,he cannot do ‘this. 
Addison on Torts (7th: edition, 
page 77) was referred to and the 
case of Hall v. Hollander was cit- 
-ed, In that case a father was held, 
not entitled to recover for injuries 
to his infant son, The decision 
was that loss of service was the 
gist-of the ‘action, and that the 
child, by reason of his age, was 
incapable of performing any ser 
vice. As for expenses, it did 
not appear that any had_neces- 
sarily been incurred. In the 
case before -me, of course, the 


| wife could have sued alone for her 


personal injuries. She could not 
have sued for medical expenses, as 
these were not incurred by her. 
In the case of Beasicy v. Roney, 
a husband sued the London “Gen- 
eral Omnibus Company to recover 
damages for personal injurics to the 
wife. The husband yecovered for 
expenses and the wife in respect of 
personal injuries. _A Divisional 
Court held that the money recover- 
ed by the wife was for separate pro- 
perty. I think it undesirable that 
the defendant should be harassed 
by a new action by the wife and I 
propose, therefore, if the parties 
agree, toamend the writby joining 


the wife as plaintiff and assessing 
the damages on that basis once and 
forall. 

Mr. Davidson, who represented. 
the defendants, said he had no 
instructions to consent.
